PARROT WAS A WITNESS 

While sweeping out his restaurant on 
the night of July 12, 1942, Max Geller 
was shot and slain by an unknown as¬ 
sailant. Police were stymied for awhile 
in trying to identify the mysterious killer, 
until a detective assigned to the case re¬ 
alized that Geller s pet parrot, perched in 
a cage, was trying to say ‘'Robert'* when 
it shrilled, "Robber/' 

Investigation of every Robert in the 
vicinity proved futile until it was learned 
that an ex-convict named Robert Butler 
fled soon after the shooting. Not long 
after, a friend of Butler received a letter 
from him, postmarked Baltimore. To¬ 
gether with a photo of the. fugitive they 
had obtained, police sped there, and in 
conjunction with Baltimore authorities, 
they scoured the city until Butler was 
located, working in a factory* 

Accused of the crime, Robert Butler 
confessed he had shot his victim when 
he had tried to balk his holdup. He "was 
tried and sentenced, thanks to quick¬ 
witted police and a parrot with a pen¬ 
chant for mimicking names. 

FEMALE PRIVATE EYE 

The only woman house detective in 
the country is Grace Marie Legay, who 
works at the Commodore Hotel in New 
York* Police work is her heritage. She is 
the daughter of Mary Sullivan, the famed 
detective who headed the Bureau of 
Policewomen for 20 years, and is the 
niece, of five uncles, ail assigned to the 
city's sleuth squads. Her ancestors go 
back three generations with Scotland 
Yard. 


What is her job> To stave off crime 
before it happens, to recognize question¬ 
able characters before they start trouble. 
Nothing dramatic. Just continuous, silent: 
surveillance. Along with nine other house 
detectives, Mrs, Legay spends her eight- 
hour shift "cruising"—riding the ele¬ 
vators, observing hotel employees, stroll¬ 
ing through corridors, mingling In the 
lobby and dining rooms* keeping a watch¬ 
ful eye on the furs and jewels of formally- 
attired banquet guests. She also is liaison 
between the hotel management and the 
city police. 

"It's unusual work for a woman," says 
Mrs. Legay, "but once you're in it, it's 
just routine." 

The mother of two sons, and a grand¬ 
mother of three children, she trained at 
the Police Academy, where one of her 
instructors was her mother. Her first beat 
was Pennsylvania Station, After serving 
there four years, she came to the Com¬ 
modore. Off-duty hours are occupied also 
in law-enforcement. From three to five 
Lours a day, she’s a "private eye" in a 
detective agency in which she and her 
mother are partners. She likes to read 
but never has time for detective fiction.
